First Frail of Oar Improved Fira De- 
partment Ripens. 

One of the most Interesting town meet- 
ings ever held In Weymouth was that held 
on the night of July 22d when from all 
parts of the town people crowded Odd- 
fellows opera house In East Weymouth to 
discuss a Warrant which contained Aril' 
cles calling for three new pieces of Are 
lighting apparatus. The discussion at 
times was quite spirited and at one time 
the entire lot of articles were turned 
down and many of the advocates of Im- 
provement lost heart. 

A few however had the courage of their 
convictions and renewed the tight with 
the result that the town voted to purchase 
three pieces of apparatus and chose a 
committee to carry the same luto effect. 

After much discussion this committee 
decided upon placing a contract with the 
Knox Motor Co. of Springfield for a com- 
bination hose wagon for North Wey. 
mouth and two triple combination pump- 
engines for other parts of the town. 

The first part of the contract was fin- 
ished last Saturday and the combination 
hose wagon Is now a real addition to the 
tire department regularly Installed In the 
Engine house, Athens street, North Wey- 
mouth. 

Saturday was a gala day at North Wey- 
mouth everybody was on hand to greet 
the new machine which outside of its 
utility as a fire fighter is a thing of beauty 
admired by everyone w ho saw It. 

As a fire fighter in good hands it is out 
to do good service and fill a long felt 
want in Ward One. 

The machine when loaded weighs C ton 
of 48 horse power, a self starter requir- 
ing little or no time to be on the road 
guaged for 40 miles an hour, carries 2 pump 
tunk, 140 gal. chemical tank with ICO feet 
hose, 1200 feet 2$ inch water hose, 30 foot 
exteutlon ladder, 15 foot roof ladder, 
axes, crow bars, 8 men with; individual 
lockers for each which contain cap, boots 
and rubber coat. 

The machine is delivered in charge of 
Frank Green, an expert of the Knox Co., 
who will remain with Edwin A. Stone, 
the permanent roan of the department, un- 
til be Is familiar with the working of the 
machine. 

The upper story of the Engine house is 
being somewhat ^remodelled to meet the 
needs of the new situation and Mr. Stone 
has there a commodious and well equipped 
sleeping and toilet room. 

Engineer Wolfe has had a busy time lu 
working out the changes but feels that 
his department is now ou a good working 
basis.

Fix house end outbuildings for Winter 

Better get some protection about the 
young trees. 

Cracks ought not to take the place of 
ventllatora. 

This Is a good time to provide bedding 
for the horses. 

Save the middle grains of the finest ears 
of corn for seed. 

Anyone who tries to get along without 
a good sponge In his stable does not real* 
Ize what he misses. 

If all of the garden space Is to grow 
profitable crops, no large trees must stand 
closer than thirty to fifty feet from the 
garden fence. 

Prune ont old canes of raspberries and 
blackberries and burn them. Thin the 
hills to three or four shoots. Cultivate, 
and add some manure to the soli. 

There will be a general Increased de- 
mand in this country, due to greater ship- 
ments of mests to Europe. In fact t 
Europe will become largely dependent on 
America for her food supply, which fact 
will raise the prices of food In general. 
Poultry foods will have to be relied on 
largely to make up the deficiency here. 

The “balanced ration” Is the ration for 
hens as well as for cows, and It Is the 
cheapest. Any ration that contains an ex* 
cess of of any^partlcular food will be fed 
at a loss. The safest plan Is to feed a 
variety, for than fewer mistakes In feed- 
ing will be made, and hens will be better 
supplied. 

On many farms the teams are often 
changed by sale of old and purchase of 
new but the old harness is retained. 
Many think the essential point In fitting a 
collar Is to have it go easily over the ani- 
mal’s head. Each horse should have his 
own harness and when he Is sold his har- 
ness should go in the bargain. 

Mites are easily exterminated by apply- 
ing kerosene to all infested parts of the 
building. They become numerous as soon 
as warm weather comes. As prevention 
is better than cure, it pays to paint your 
roosts once every four to six weeks in 
winter time and once every two weeks 
during the warm weather. You will prob- 
ably never see a mite in a house so treated. 

It is now an exploded theory that the 
egg-layiDg type, if there be such a thine, 
must not possess shapeliness or beauty of 
plumage. Experience has taught that a 
high-bred flock with regard to form, plum- 
age and egg-production, Is the most profit- 
able. Breeding alone for egg-laying Is 
apt to result In inferior other qualities- 
Progressive breeders today are producing 
the best-looking and best-laying types at 
the same time. 

Cows when dry will consume almost as 
much roughage as when milking. Silage 
may well form the principal ingredient of 
the ration, iu fact, with 25 to 40 pouuds 
of silage and a small supplementary feeds 
of clover, cowpea or alfalfa hay, say 5 to 
6 pouuds a day, the cows will keep in 
flesh and eveu make some gain. Cows In 
thin flesh should receive in addition a 
small amount of grain. Silage will tend 
to keep the whole system In a state of 
healthy activity and In this way lessen the 
trouble Incident to parturition. 

It seems that the Hollander In develop- 
ing the Holstein cow followed the same 
system as he does lu all his Hues of agri- 
culture; namely, making tilings produce 
for all they are worth. Ou his small farm 
he can not keep many aulmals, hence he 
must make the individual produce the 
equivalent of many, lie has fed au<l 
handled his cows for large development 
aud heavy milk-production. The Holstein 
cow is the largest animal of all the dairy- 
breeds, aud she is by far the largest milk 
producer. Although her milk is not as 
rich iu butterfat as that of the Jersey and 
Some other cows, yet through yielding a 
larger quantity of milk, her cream pro- 
duction exceeds that of other breeds. 
She is a good butler cow aud au extraordi- 
narily good milk cow

Lltu Caracola spoke and understood 
Just euough of English to enable Wnr- 
bt*ck to make love to her, which Is not 
saying much, for there may be more 
love expressed in one look than In a 
thousand words. Signorlna Lltn Cara- 
coin's father was poor In funds, but 
rich In blood, for he clnlmed jlescent 
from Marcus Tullius Cicero, who shook 
Rome with Ills eloquence. Cnracoln's 
principal business was sitting on the 
Piazza Colonial at a sidewalk cafe 
drinking liters of Italian wine. 

Warbeck waa obliged to settle 30.000 
lire ($10.0001 upon Signorlna Caracola 
before being permitted to marry her, 
which she divided with her father that 
he might continue to drink wine on the 
Piazza Colomia. The rest bIio kept for 
nn emergency. Warbeck was n stran- 
ger to her. and she was taking n matri- 
monial leap In the dark. Besides this, 
she was to sail with her husband for 
a distant country, which was as remote 
and uncertain to her as It had been 
four centuries before to Christopher 
Columbus on setting out on his voyage 
of discovery. 

There was a gay wedding In a side 
street on the Esqulllne bill, where Si- 
gnor Caracola lived, after w-hlch a party 
of the bride’s friends accompanied her 
to tbe railway station, where she j*nd 
her husband took a train for Naples, 
and the next evening a ship sailed over 
the beautiful bay of the same name, 
like a white bird, bearing the hnppy 
couple, hnppy In their love, though lit- 
tle LJta wept at leaving her beloved 
Italy. 

In three dnys the ship stopped at 
Gibraltar. The bride was laid up with 
a headache and kept her stateroom, 
while the groom went ashore to visit 
the famous rock. Falling In with a 
British army officer whom he had met 
before, he was Introduced at the club, 
lunched, drank several bottles of cham- 
pagne and fell asleep on a lounge. 

Tbe steamer passed out to sea 
through the strait, nnd Signora War- 
beck was surprised that her husbnnd 
did not come to their stateroom to see 
her.

At Madeira Warbeck pro|>oHed to go 
ashore. 

“No. no,” said his wife: ”1 do 
not wish for you to desert me another 
time.”

Another stranger Itesldes 
myself partook of the meal— a short 
thickset man with a bushy beard 
We peddlers are usually gifted with 
a good deal of talk, which we Hud es 
sentlal In selling our goods I rattled 
on at the farmer, nnd. he apttearlug to 
be taciturn. I let fly at the stranger 
who sat opposite me. asking where he 
had come front, where he was going 
what business he followed and other 
questions usually attributed to the curl 
ous New Englanders. But this Idlosyn 
crasy was assumed. 1 having been born 
and bred In Maryland The truth Is 
I begnn by asking him which way he 
was going, thinking thnt If his direc- 
tion nnd mine were the same I would 
give him a lift for company's snke. He 
aeemed to be averse to telling me 
of his movements, nnd I noticed that 
his reluctance Interested the farmer’s 
dnughter, who at the time was stand 
Ing behind him On her account I pur 
sued my questions till the man abrupt 
1y arose and left the table. A few 
minutes after this, looking through a 
window, I saw him riding on horse- 
back the same way I Intended to go. 

Having finished my dinner nnd turn 
ed over In payment to the fnrmer’s 
wife a washboard aud a dozen tin pie 
plates. I got Into my wagon and drove 
on. About a half hour after starting 
I heard the sound of a horse’s hoofs be 
hind me nnd, looking back, saw the 
farmer’s daughter coming. She was 
so Intent on her own thoughts us she 
pnssed me thnt she was not conscious 
that I bad dined at her home Her gait 
being ruster than mine, 1.

Charred com on cobs Is a good way to 
feed charcoal to fowls, and nothings Is 
better for bowel trouble. 

Breeding In will ruin the best flock ever 
seen. Get new blood, and' have It good 
blood, too, every year. 

If the most, prolific 'hens are retained 
and the worthless ones marketed a great 
Improvement will soon result. 

Hens may be fed a much larger ration 
than they need, for they will eat as long 
as |they can swallow— their craws not 
seeming to have any feeling of repletion 

The best breed of poultry Is the one you 
like the best, because you will take the 
greatest Interest In It and care for It ac- 
cordingly. 

The farmer who sends his corn to mar- 
ket In the shape of fat oxen, sheep and 
pigs, Is always sure of getting paid for 
his crop. The manure pays for the cost 
of feeding. The man who sells his grain 
direct enriches another roan’s farm at the 
expense of his own. 

Do not expect .too mnch from the 
breeder you buy eggs from; eggs may be 
fertile, but from some unknown cause 
they fell to hatch. Very often the cause 
Is due to the low vitality of the hen— often 
the result of Irregular temperature If arti- 
ficially Incubated. 

Any oue of the liuudred reasons may be 
back of the failure of the hens to lay 
when they should and as they should. 
Take the oue reason of old age, for In- 
stance. A lot of us manage our birds in 
such a hap-bazard way that we are never 
very sure of just how old all our hens are 

Pumpkins and squashes should be stored 
with their steins on. They differ from 
most fruits aud vegetables in that they 
keep best In a rather warm place. The 
temperature should be at least 50 degrees. 
The ordinary cellar will do If It Is fairly 
dry. Only those pumpkins should be 
stored which are well ripened and In no 
way bruised. 

Sows and boars from their earliest days 
should run out as much as pos-lhle and 
have abundant exercise enfored In winter. 
They will take It if they have to root for 
whole oats sprinkled on a big Door and 
well covered with litter. Instead of stuff- 
ing them upon corn they should have roots 
and ajfalfa hay and in addition may have 
slop, of which digester tankage may well 
form ten per cent. 

It is sometimes au advantages to plow 
the ground and spread the manure in the 
fall, hut the kind of land and circum- 
stances of local nature must be considered. 
If the manure Is thoroughly worked into 
the soil with the harrow there will be little 
risk of loss of the soluble matter. Manure, 
as a rule, Is mostly solid inateiial, and the 
frosts and moisture will assist in disin- 
tegrating it There w ill also he a saving of 
time In spreading the manure, as less work 
will be required during the busy season. 

The Introduction of the Pekin duck, to- 
gether with rapid strides In artificial 
hatching, has made duck raising a profit- 
able Industry. Ducks are very hardy, en- 
tirely free from vermlu, aud liable to few 
diseases. They take to confinement much 
better than fowls, and a cheap (very low) 
fence Is sulllclenl to keep them In the de- 
sired place. They stand transportation 
better, either alive or dressed, than most 
kiud of fowls. They are great egg pre. 
ducers, aud their feathers are of consid- 
erable value 

The Dexter is a breed of little cattle; a 
full-grown cow Is only 3 feet In height 
aud cau thrive in a fair sized hack yard 
aud give twenty quarts of rich milk a day. I 
Au Americau herd book classification j 
has beeu granted to the Dexters, which 
are declared by prominent livestock breed* 
ers in this couutry to possess a number of 
particularly valuable points. The cattle, 
It is stated, will wax fat and > large 
quantities of due milk on pastures where 
other cattle would starve to death 
Furthermore, it is said, the Dexters 
possess extremely iiard constitutions ami 
the utmost vigor, aud are absolutely lui- 
m iue to bovine tuberculosis This trait

John Itoelf, detective, wu* called 
upon b.v tlie manager of the Third Na- 
tional bank to ferret out the per|K*- 
tr.itors of spurious ten dollar bills ou 
tbelr bank lie began by making u 
thorough examination of the bills It 
would seem that a good engraver could 
make a duplicate of any bank bill that 
would be practically perfect. But no 
matter how much care In* puts on It 
there will be differences. On these 
bills there was a miniature likeness of 
the then secretary of the treasury 
There was a difference between the 
valid ami spurious pictures In the right 
nostril, the left eyebrow and a line 
running between the nose and the left 
check. 

lint this was of no moment to the 
detective except to enable hint to spot 
one of the counterfeits when he saw It. 
It did not help him in running down 
the counterfeiter. lie. knew that cer- 
tain persons were going about buying 
articles worth various sums from 50 
cents to $'J or $3, offering one of the 
counterfeit ten dollar hills and recelv 
lug the change In good money. 

Itoelf Interviewed several of the per- 
sons on whom these spurious hills had 
been passed— a young woman cashier 
in nn ico cream saloon. She said that 
a young man had brought in a girl, or 
derlug ice cream, enke and other artl 
cles for both of them; had paid for 
what he bought with a ten dollar bill 
and received $9.15 change. After the 
departure of the couple the bill was 
found to he counterfeit. 

The only person who saw this young 
man nml woman was the cashier her 
self, who waited on them, no other per 
son connected with the saloon being 
present, hut her description tallied 
with that of others— that is, the de- 
scription of the young man. for this 
was the only time he was reported in 
company with a girl. 

Itoelf gave a telephone number to 
the proprietors of a certain store on 
the main shopping street of the town 
and asked them, if uuy one passed the 
spurious hills, to cull him up and hold 
on to the person who hud, offered it 
Then he took u novel, sat down by the 
instrument, read and waited. 

On the third day of his waiting lie 
was rung up from a cigar store. A 
young man had called, bought a hand 
ful of cigars, offered n counterfeit ten 
dollar hill, received $8 and some sil 
ver in change, lighted a cigar and gone 
out smoking. The proprietor had tele 
phoned Itoelf and sent a boy to shad 
ow the young man. Itoelf went to 
the cigar store, und when the boy re 
turned lie showed the detective a house 
which the young mail had entered. 

Itoelf remembered that there were 
different possibilities connected with 
this young man. The bill might have 
been passed on him. he being entirely 
innocent of tlie matter. lie might be 
passing the bills for the maker. Tlie 
house lie entered might be in no way 
connected with the counterfeiting, it 
might he the place where the hills 
were made. It behooved Itoelf. there- 
fore. to be careful In his investigations 
lest lie either come down on innocent 
persons or frighten the counterfeiters 
away with all their paraphernalia. 

What lie did was to observe the 
house. lie loitered near it for half a 
day to see who came from and went 
to it No one entered it hut a woman 
came out 

The usual way for detectives to 
watch a suspected house Is to hire a 
room opposite. Itoelf did this and 
kept close observation on tlie house 
the young man had entered. Within 
a few days another ease of passing the 
bills was reported to him. A youug 
man— very likely the same person as 
before— had bought u hat with one of 
them. The bill hud been detected, the 
purchaser hud been followed und had 
entered the house Itoelf was watching 

This removed all doubt that the guil- 
ty person occupied the house In ques 
tion. Itoelf made arruiigemeuts to 
raid it. but concluded to get what ud 
dltlouul Information he was able be 
fore doing so. lie kept up Ills watch, 
but the only person lie saw come out 
or go in was u young girl. It seemed 
to Itoelf that there was something fu- 
mlliur to him about her. but he could 
not tell whnt It was He never caught 
a fair glimpse of her fuee, for when- 
ever she emerged from the house, if 
the weather was fair, she put up u 
parasol und if it rained an umbrella. 

Itoelf now gave orders among the 
shops that if any one passed one of 
the spurious bills and it was detected 
before the person passing it got away 
he was to be detained If this was not 
possible Itoelf was to be telephoned of 
the fact and he would arrest the ooun 
terfelter if he returned to tin* house 

One afternoon he received a tele 
phone that a young man of effeminate 
appearance had entered a drug store, 
bought a pair of hairbrushes and 
passed a counterfeit bill, itoelf went 
out on tlie street and walked bark and 
forth for some time, when he saw u 
young man who answered the deocrlp- 
tion of the counterfeiter making for 
the suspected house. As lie was about 
to enter Itoelf clapped a hand on his 
shoulder with a gruff ‘I want you” 

lie was startled by a shriek such us 
Tight come from a woman 

And it did When the |>erson ar- 
rested was brought to face accusers 
she turned out to be the cashier of the 
ice cream saloon who claimed to have 
hud one of the counterfeit bill* passed 
upon her

Mr. and Mrs. Arthur B. Tlrrell and

In the business of farming there Is no 
short cut to success. The conditions of 
prosperity which we all strive to attnin 
are only reached by sure, steady steps 
from point to point. Therefore, you must 
abandon wholly and Indefinitely all “get- 
rlch-qnlck" Ideas If you have such In your 
mind. 

Begin with a small farm, and make It 
tidy; don't have sagging gates and sway- 
ing doors. I 11 planning your crops, seed 
less ground than you think you can cultr 
vate well ; raise no grass that you can’t 
graze or make into hay ; don't raise weed 
unless you can sell it for a profit over pro- 
duction Prepare good shelter for your 
domestic animals and give them good heel- 
ing In winter. 

Feed cattle through the winter w hen 
they have little exercise with coarse, mi- 
11 iitritioiiM food, and very often develop 
stomach troubles before the winter is half 
over. This danger must he avoided In 
every way possible, and one of the chief 
causes is the quality of the footl we give 
to the animals. 

The feed for the farm horse should he 
of as good quality as that given to higher 
priced animals used in the cities or on the 
race track. The question of mode of 
feeding is ntt important factor it) keeping 
the farm horse healthy. Most of the hay 
should be fed at night w hen the horse has 
plenty of time to eat. The hay should be 
of good quality. All mouldy or musty 
hay should be rejected as unfit for feed. 

Those who have had the most experi- 
ence with the pruning of apple trees ad- 
vise late February, March or early April. 
Theoretically, spriug is a better time to 
prune than fall, the idea being that wounds 
made in the spring are healed over more 
quickly than those made in the fall. It is 
claimed that wounds made by fall pruning 
heal over slowly because the cambium 
which starts the healing process is more 
or less destroyed during the winter. 

It is a well-established principle among 
agricultural economists that animals kept 
for their working abilities must not be 
allowed to get fat. IteceDt investigations 
show that excess of fat is even more injur- 
ious aud therefore expensive, in case of 
animals kept for breeding purposes. For 
it lias been proved Indisputably that in- 
disputably that invasiun by adipose tissue 
leads to the degeneration of the organs of 
reproduction. 

The soil is the best of all protective 
coverings for both seeds and buds. It is 
literally full of these at the eud of auttimu 
all over the face of the land. It protects 
them so well during the winter tiiat when 
spring aud warm weather return, the sur- 
face of the earth is soon greeu with new- 
life, from seeds aud buds burled over 
winter. Yon, no doubt, kuow that po- 
tato tubers are utterly ruined iu the house 
or cellar w hen once frozen. After thaw- 
ing out they quickly decay and the bud s 
ou litem die. Hut potato tubers left lu the 
deep soil iu the potato patch over w inter 
are uot injured by the soil freezing solid. 

Did you ever pass by a farm aud see 
the farmer cleaning up ills farm and fence 
I rows? When you saw the man at t hiss 
kiutl of work it made you smile, iuwardly 
; if not outwardly. Perhaps you spoke au 
encouraging word to the man as he work- 
ed. suggesting to him that he was making 
his place look much better. That made 
him smile ami feel better. It made every- 
body feel beeter who passed along his 
place aud saw the improvement iu looks 
. It incited others to clean up and improve 
their places, for good work is always con. 
tagtous. Tbe man w ho makes improve- 
ments uot ouly helps himself, hut helps 
others by his example. That is the way 
the w orld progresses, and it is a good 
thing to be au active factor lu progress. 

It goes without saying that farm build- 
iugs are essential aud very important part 
of tbe farmstead. The well-improved 
farm is oue ou which good farm buildiugs 
stand. Aud by good buildiugs is meant 
ones that at e serviceable aud durable build- 
iugs, and also roomy and convenient fur 
bousing animals and feeds aud for labor 
iu handling the feeds and animals. The 
good farm building is, first of all, a good 
shelter : oue w ill) good roof, side walls 
and foundation : oue tiiat protects feeds 
from moisture aud the auimals from mole'- 
, ure aud cold winds, as well a.- fr< m heat 
j iu hot weather. The good farm buildiug

At the same time every day 
we hear of 1)111 after bill being prepared 
or already on tile for our own state and it 
Is safe to say that the grand total w ill lie 
from 1890 to 2000 before Jan. 1st, which 
suggest t hat while cities and towns are 
studying the problem of a modified form of 
government, Massachusetts might devote 
some time to a modllled form of legisla- 
tion planned after oilier legislatures which 
meet once in two years and with a term 
limited to 00 or 90 days.

How He Drew Hie Enemy’s 1 
Fire by Lighting His IMpe. f

In Virginia In I sv ;u n Uodornl i-si pt n i n 
wns standing on a rise in the ground 
looking down a turnpike which ex 
tended through a depression and. rising 
lignin, entered a small town half a mile 
mvay. Heating horses' hoofs behind 
him. lie turned and saw Ids general, at 
tended by Ids staff, riding toward him 

“Turn out the guard, the general 
commanding!" cried the picket. 

“Never mind the guard," said the 
general and. tiding to the point where 
the captain had been standing, looked 
nt the town beyond with wistful eye. 
then said to his subordinate: 

“Captain, how many men are there 
In your picket post?" 

"There are thirty under my command 
distributed over a quarter of a mile. 
But right here I have eight men nnd n 
sergeant." 

"Have you seen any Indications of 
the enemy In the town?” 

“None whatever." 

The general turned nwny with evt 
dent reluctance. 

"I wish you.” he said, "to keep a 
sharp lookout for the Confederates 
there. The place is of great strategic 
Importance to us In this campaign. By 
tomorrow morning General D.’s brigade 
will come tip and, provided the enemy 
has not already done so. will occupy 
the town. I am hoping that lie will he 
in time, for the fate of this campaign 
rests with that position. If the enemy 
conies In there tonight lie will fortify 
It and we shall not lie able to drive 
him out without a hard tight, which In 
our present condition would not lie 
practicable. Keep a sharp lookout and 
keep me advised." 

"May I not advance my post to the j 
town, general?” 

“No; (hot would Involve an advance 
of the entire picket line." 

The general rode away. Private Tom 
Bixliy, who had been standing nt at 
tentlon beside the road nnd had heard 
what had been said, dropped the butt 
of Ids musket on the ground and re 
sutned the position of a picket on the 
lookout. The rest of the afternoon 
I his mind was on the town and the 
question which side would get there 
first At sunset he was relieved and 
ate his supper. Then, lighting Ids pipe, 
he sat down on the ridge nml smoked 
and looked for signs of soldiers in the 
town on the other side of the valley. 
When it was dark he knocked the 
ashes out of Ills pipe, went to Ills cap- 
tain and, saluting respectfully, said: 

"Captain, It seems to me that, con- 
sidering we can't see what’s going on 
in the dark, some one siiould recoil 
noltcr." 

“You may go if you choose." 

"All right I’ll Just walk down the 
road and up the other side of the val- 
ley, near enough to see If there is any 
Btir, ami If there is I'll come back 
nml lot you know.’’ 

Tom sauntered away into the dark 
ness, on reaching the edge of the 
town he saw citizens moving about, 
hut no soldiers. The people went to 
bed early, and when everything was 
quiet Tom made an entry. Passing 
a shop under a sign "Otto Schmitt, 
Tobacconist,” Tom, thinking It a good 
opportunity to replenish Ills stock of 
tobacco, went inside. After buying 
what he wanted he fell into conversa- 
tion with the proprietor, who, being 
u German, tiad no especial alllllatlon 
with the Confederate cause. Before 
the shop stood the figure of a man 
lighting his pipe. Schmitt, who was 
an Ingenious inecbunlc, had made it 
hlniHelf for a sign. With one hand 
the figure held the pipe, while in the 
other was a match. In the pipe bowl 
was tobacco. A rubber tube led from 
the plpesteui into the store. Schmitt 
by pulling on a wire could light the 
match and smoke from the shop. Tom 
noticed the mechanism near the shop 
window and asked what it was 
Schmitt not only explained it to him. 
hut [nit It in operation. 

An idea popped into Tom’s brain. If 
he hml that tlguru and connections on 
the side of the town from which the 
[ Confederates would approach possibly 
he might make them believe that the 
Federal# had got ahead of them and 
hud occupied the town, lie took 
Schmitt into his confidence and told 
him that if he would lend him his sign 
and help him carry it to u new location 
he thought the Federal general might 
pay him very handsomely- that Is, If 
the ruso succeeded. 

The German hesitated. Most of the 
citizens of the place were Confederate 
sympathizers, and he feared tliut if Ills 
act became known be would suffer for 
it. But Tom assured him that If the 
town was unoccupied by tbo Confeder 
Htes at daylight the Federal# would 
surely enter it 111 force, and the hope 
of profit won him over, lie shut up 
his shop, put out the lights, and an 
hour later, when not a footstep was to 
be heard on the street, he and Tom 
hurried the figure to the road by which 
tile Confederates would be likely to ad 
ranee. (teaching an eminence on 
which n picket could be seen from a 
distance, they set up the dummy In the 
middle of tin* road. Tom could not 
take off its Confederate uniform, but 
he could put his own over It which h<> 
did. and rested tits musket in the hot 
low of the arm holding tiie pipe. 


Schmitt meanwhile was making the 
attachments, filling the pipe and lend- 
ing the tube to a convenient place of 
concealment, behind which he had 
Tom took position and waited. 

It was 11 o’clock when they set up 
the dummy A wagon passed Into the 
town a half hour later, but Tom and 
Ills assistant hoard It coining In time to 
remove the figure and set It up again 
as soon as the team was gone. Tills 
was tlu> only Interruption that occur 
red. At l o'clock Tom heard a distant 
sound like the rumbling of artillery 
over a bridge. The wind being from 
the south, the sound very faint and 
Tom’s hearing acute, he Judged that 
whoevi r was crossing the bridge was 
miles away, lie wished he could bo In 
two places at once. lie would have 
liked to go back and hurry up the Fed 
orals who were coming and remain 
where lie was at the same time. 

In another hour the sounds of an 
approaching force were* unmistakable, 
nnd not much later tin* tramp of men 
was audible. Then down the road 
Tom heard an officer order skirmishers 
to deploy, covering the road and each 
sldo of It. 

"Light up," said Tom to Schmitt 
There was a tiny Hash, which rose 
and fell as Schmitt pulled on the tube, 

■ while clouds of tobacco smoke rose 
from the pipe. There was Just light J 
enough to reveal the figure to those 
advancing without their being able to 
hoc that It was a dummy. 

There was a crack, and a bullet Jarred 
the wooden soldier. 

“Stop smoking." whispered Tom, and, 
screened by the darkness, ho ran to the i 
figure, which still stood bravely on its 
feet, and. seizing the musket, fired a 
shot that went singing down the road. | 
Then, drawing Ills revolver, he fired ! 
three shots in quick succession. 

“What’s that for?" asked Schmitt. 
"They’ll think it a signal for our 
troops In the town to warn them that 
the enemy Is coming. They won’t dare 
come on against an unknown force. 

| My opinion Is that if our troops come 
up before the enemy can see that 
there's no one here except three men. 
j one of them a dummy, we've won. You 
j can't do anything more here. Suppose 
you go down the road on the other 
side of the town and hurry up whoever 
Is coining. If tills game succeeds you'll ( 
ho well paid, I’m sure.” 

! Schmitt set off through the town, ! 
having little over half a mile to go to 
reach the Union picket post. 

It was now about an hour before 
dnwn. Tom kept his position on the 
ridge, from which he sent an occasional 
shot, always changing Ids position be- 
tween shots to make the enemy be- 
lieve that they were fired by different 
men. The fire was not returned, for 
the enemy could see no one to fire at. 
They were very quiet. Tom's fear was 
that they were moving around to push 
forward on Ills flank, where they would 
not meet with any opposition what- 
ever, ami the fact that the town was 
unoccupied would he apparent. 

For the greater part of an hour Tom 
stood between the Confederates and 
the town. lie was within sound of 
the troops below and could hear the 
usual noises made by soldiers on the 
march, halted while the commanding 
officer deliberated as to what lie should 
do. That was the longest hour Tom 
ever spent In Ids life. Every minute he 
expected to hear the command “For- 
j ward!" given and to see through the 
darkness a dim mass coming up the 
road. Ills imagination served him 
' many a trick. At one time a stump 
appeared to be a Confederate standing 
with Ids musket to Ids shoulder; at 
another he was sure that lie heard 
tin* tramp of men coming nearer and 
nearer. 

But all these proved to be nothing 
but scares. The Confederate com 
mandcr was not minded to walk Into a 
death trap that he could not see. 

In some twenty minutes after 
Schmitt left Tom he came near the 
picket post and made himself known, 
lie was admitted to the Hues and 
rushed to the general, not far distant, 
who, on hearing his story, ordered a 
regiment under arms Instantly and 
[lushed forward. In this he disobeyed 
an order of his superior, but took the 
risk. In less than fifteen minutes the 
men were marching toward the town 
and. under S/hmitt’s guidance, to the 
point held l*y Tom Blxby and Ills 
wooden support. Silently ranging 
themselves along the ridge on each side 
of the road, they waited the dawn and 
the coming of the brigade that was 
supitosrd to be advancing. 

As soon as It was light enough to 
see the enemy he was discerned drawn 
up In line of battle at the foot of a 
declivity. An officer on horseback In 
the middle <>f the road was looking up 
through u pair of glasses. But he 
could see few of the Fcdcrals. for their 
colonel had posted the men where they 
would be concealed. However, he 
made himself known to the Confeder- 
ates, who withdrew out of range. 

Before sunrise the tramp of men was 
heard in the town, and It wus evident 
to those nt the front that the expected 
brlgndo had arrived. They had uo 
sooner been distributed at tbe weaker 
Iioliits when the general commanding 
the Confederates ordered a part of bis 
force to feel them to determine their 
strength. After some desultory firing, 
becoming convinced that the town was 
occupied by a force strong enough to 
bold It agulnst him, be withdrew ids 
army. 

Wln-n all was over the Federal gen- 
eral rode out to Inspect Tom Bixli.v'a 
Quaker soldier. Never before was an 
liffieer more delighted. The desired re- 
sult had been 10 -i oinpllshed and he bad 
been vindicated In disobeying orders. 
He asked Tom what lie could do for 
him. and Tom told him whatever he did 
must be for Schmitt, whose tobacco 
sign bail won. 

Tom was given a commission, and 
Schmitt was appointed to a sutlership, 
t which he found very profitable.
